The Love of the Triune God Toward Man 


THE LOVE OF GOD, THE 
FATHER 

“For God so loved the world, that 
he gave His only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life,” John 
3:16. 

God is the only true and living God 
and Savior of mankind. “Besides me 
there is none other.” He is one God yet 
three persons (the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost), so in opening our subject we 
will speak firstly of the love of God the 
Father. 

The love of God is so great it can- 
not be measured, so deep you cannot 
get under it, so high you cannot get 
over it, so broad you cannot get around 
it. This love is unlimited, without meas- 
ure, boundless, and infinite. It is so pre- 
cious that it is priceless and yet of such 
value money can’t buy it. Yet this 
LOVE OF GOD in all its immensity is 
a FREE GIFT TO MANKIND. Amen. 

In the Old Testament we find many 
events recorded illustrating God’s love 
toward mankind, and a few of these we 
will comment on. Our first example is 
found in the first part of the book of 
Genesis, after the fall of man. Man had 
wilfully disobeyed God, broken, trans- 
gressed God’s law, broken that sweet 
fellowship and communion he had with 
God, grieved God the Father most bit- 
terly, yet for all that God provided a 
covering to hide man’s filth, disgrace, 
and shame. 

Let us now look at the people of the 
seed of Abraham, the man who was 
called God’s friend. These people were 
in captivity in Egypt and held in bond- 
age under the harsh taskmastership of 
the Pharaohs of Egpt. God provided a 
way of escape for them when it was im- 
possible. Blessed be the name of the 
Lord. Not long after their escape when 
the way became a little hard they be- 
gan to grumble, growl, murmur, and 
complain. They argued, rebelled, and 
fought against their leader Moses. Then 
they turned from serving God to go a 
whoring after the gods of this world. 
Yet for all this the Father did not cut 
off all His people though it grieved Him 
to the heart. He saved a remnant. Hal- 
lelujah! Brother, how could the Father 
express His love more fully than this? 
God the Father still had another way to 
show His love to man and that was in 
the person of His Son, Jesus Christ. 

“God sent not his son into the 
world to condemn the world; but that 
the world through Him might be saved.”

“Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man ‘lay down his life for his

friends.” John 15:13. 
Out of the ivory palaces 
Into a world of woe, 
Only His great eternal love 
Made my Savior go. 

Truly that chorus expresses the love 
of Christ toward mankind. He gave and 
sacrificed His all that man might have 
a hope that is steadfast and sure. He 
who thought it not blasphemey to be 
equal with God came down into this 
world of sin, woe, and misery, and took 
upon Himself the form of man. He 
was not only willing to give up His au- 
thority but even His deity and be made 
a little lower than the angels. 

Christ knew that just coming down 
from heaven would not be enough to 
show His love toward the people, so we 
see Him now as that Great Teacher of 
God going about teaching the people 
and showing them the way back to God, 
teaching them how they could live holy 
and blameless before Him (Jehovah), 
being an example Himself unto them. 
Then too we see His love expressed as 
He feeds the hungry, comforts the be- 
reaved, heals the sick, maimed, ° and 
wounded. Then we see Him uplift the 
down and outs (the outcasts to society). 
But for all this they rejected Him and 
turned Him aside. Now we see Him 
with a few followers who have confi- 
dence and faith in Him, gathered in the 
upper room for the last time. While on 
the outside there are those ready to con- 
demn Him to death. 

On this last night Jesus says to those 
who are with Him, “Take, eat this 
bread, this is my body, which is broken 
for you. This cup is my blood which is 
shed for the remission of sins, drink ye 
all of it.” AMEN. From here we see 
Him go into the garden where He pours 
out His soul unto the Father, sweating 
as it were great drops of blood, and say- 
ing, “Not my will but thine be done.” 
Amen. Now the betrayal kiss of Judas, 
the scourging in Pilate’s judgment hall, 
being laughed at, mocked, ridiculed, 
condemned, spat upon, and crucified, 
YET HE OPENED NOT HIS 
MOUTH. 

The last scene is CALVARY where 
He is nailed to a cruel cross and sus- 
pended between heaven and earth, and 
we hear Him utter these words, “Father, 
forgive them,” and, “It is finished,” 
then He gave up the ghost. Brother, 
sister, how could Jesus Christ express 
His love any more than this, “THAT 
A MAN LAY DOWN HIS LIFE FOR 
HIS FRIENDS”? Yet He does express 


His love in another way, by and 
through the person of GOD—THE 
HOLY GHOST.

Jesus speaking to His disciples said, 
“It is expedient (necessary) for ‘you 
that I go away, for if I go not away 
the Comforter will not come unto you, 
and when he is come he will reprove 
(convict) the world of sin.” Who is the 
Comforter? He is the Holy Ghost, the 
Third Person of the Trinity. John 14: 
26. 

Jesus is risen and is seated at the 
right hand of the throne of God. He- 
brews 12:2. Just as Jesus has ascended 
into heaven so also has the Holy Ghost 
descended from heaven. Praise the Lord! 
Just ten days after Jesus has ascended 
into heaven and the disciples, one hun- 
dred and twenty of them, were gathered 
in the upper room in the city of David, 
the Holy Ghost came down upon the 
scene. Amen. He came in such mighty 
power that it was noised abroad through- 
out the entire city. The populace gath- 
ered to see what all the noise was about. 
We find them condemning, criticizing, 
ridiculing, and making light of the dem- 
onstration. But Peter said, ‘THIS IS 
THAT WHICH WAS SPOKEN OF 
BY THE PROPHET JOEL.” Amen. 
After his sermon some honest-hearted 
people said, “MEN AND BRETHREN, 
WHAT SHALL WE DO?” Peter an- 
swered, “REPENT AND BE BAP- 
TIZED FOR THE REMISSION OF 
SINS.” 

So right at the beginning of His (the 
Holy Ghost) ministry He convicts men 
of their sins and ungodly and unholy 
lives, expressing His love toward man- 
kind by showing them how to quit the 
SIN BUSINESS by turning from their 
pernicious ways and turning to God. 
Like the first and second persons of the 
Trinity He is trying to persuade men 
to turn from their youthful lusts and 
seek God with all their heart. Continual- 
ly He calls and pleads with man and 
longs to come in and take full posses- 
sion of his body, soul, and spirit, be- 
cause his body is His temple or dwelling 
place. Although many times men reject, 
grieve, and wound the Holy Ghost, still 
He says, “SON, GIVE ME THINE 
HEART.” 


Not only does He desire men to turn 
from sin but He wants to endue them 
with power that they may live clean, 
pure, holy lives, blameless in the sight of 
God. Now we see the disciples leave the 
upper room and find favor with the 
people, for such a change had come in 
their lives they go forth doing good, 
healing all manner of sickness, diseases, 
etc. This shows His love toward suf-

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Where the Soul Goes at Death 


In many passages in the Bible the soul 
is spoken of in connection with the 
body. “And fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill the 
soul: but rather fear him which is able 
to destroy both soul and body in hell,” 
Matt. 10:28. This reference proves that 
the soul and body can be separated, or 
rather the body may die and the soul 
live. The destroying of the soul referred 
to here is God’s part, and that refers to 
the torture of hell where the soul will 
have no rest. 

In many passages in the Bible human 
beings are referred to as souls. In Gen. 
14:21 the soul is referred to as the 
whole person, where Abraham told the 
warriors who brought back the goods 
and the captives, ‘““Take the goods but 
give me the souls.” He meant by the 
souls the persons who had been taken 
captive. In many other passages the peo- 
ple are called souls. It is the opinion of 
the writer that the importance of the 
soul had been stressed to these people 
and that is the reason they called hu- 
man beings souls. 

So many scriptures speak of the body 
and the soul. “Then shall the dust re- 
turn to the earth as it was: and the 
spirit shall return unto God who gave 
it,’ Eccl. 12:7. We are sure that the 
spirit here is synonymous with the soul 
and has reference to that part of man 
that God placed in him when He cre- 
ated him, that never dies. We feel that 
this is the most important thing that 
God gave to human beings, because the 
body returns to the dust but the spirit 
(soul) goes back to God who gave it. 

“For thou wilt not leave my soul in 
hell neither wilt thou suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption,” Psa. 16:10. 
This refers to Jesus while His body was 
in the tomb. There are so many misun- 
derstandings concerning this scripture. 
Many commentators leave the impres- 






sion that hell here spoken of is the 
grave, but we are sure that this is in- 
correct. The paradisiacal realm, at that 
time, was in the lower parts of the 
earth but we are sure that the Psalmist 
in prophesying concerning the body of 
Jesus had no reference to the grave as 
hell. While Jesus’ body was in the 
tomb, His soul or spirit had descended 
into the lower parts of the earth, ac- 
cording to 1 Peter 3:18-20, ‘‘For Christ 
also hath once suffered for sins, the 
just for the unjust, that he might bring 
us to God, being put to death in the 
flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: By 
which: also he went and preached unto 
the spirits in prison; which sometimes 
were disobedient, when once the long- 
suffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was a preparing, 
wherein few, that is, eight souls were 
saved by water.” 

Jesus came to redeem the entire hu- 
man race, and those who died with tri- 
umphant faith in God went down to 
paradise and there waited for the Re- 
deemer. Of course, after Jesus presented 
Himself to Israel and was crucified, the 
next thing for Him to do was to go 
down and show these people that He 
was the Christ, and offer them deliv- 
erance. They accepted Jesus and came 
out from that place. Paradise was then 
moved up into heaven. No one had as- 
cended up into heaven before this time. 
“And no man hath ascended up to heav- 
en, but he that came down from heaven, 
even the Son of man which is in heav- 
en,” John 3:13. This passage is very 
plain and any fair-minded person can 
see that none of earth’s inhabitants had 
ascended up to heaven up to this time. 

During the time that Jesus’ body lay 
in the tomb He preached to the spirits 
in prison, and after His resurrection the 
graves were opened and they came out. 
Matt. 27:51-53, “And, behold, the veil 
of the temple was rent in twain from 
the top to the bottom; and the earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent; and_ the 
graves were opened; and many bodies of 
the saints which slept arose, and came 
out of the graves after his resurrection, 
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and went into the holy city, and appeared 
unto many.” Nobody had ascended up 
into glory, or to paradise, until Jesus 
went up. These saints appeared to many 
and I am sure that when Jesus went up 
they ascended up to heaven and are there 
today waiting His return to raise the 
dead in Christ. 

We learn from 1 Thess. 4:14, “For 
if we believe that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them which sleep in Je- 
sus will God bring with him,” that God 
will bring the saints with Him, that is, 
the souls of these people who are to be 
resurrected, who are called the dead in 
Christ, and the soul and body will be 
reunited and God will glorify those 
bodies. God is able to bring back every 
particle of the body regardless of where 
it has been taken or what has become 
of it, and reunite it with the soul. 
Some try to make this impossible. They 
take up the body that is cremated, also 
take up the thought that the body de- 
cays and goes back to dust, but we are 
sure that God is able to do this most 
wonderful thing. We read in Rev. 20: 
13, “And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead which were in them: 
and they were judged every man accord- 
ing to their works.” We are sure that 
this verse refers te the white throne 
judgment, which will be one thousand 
and seven years after the saints are 
judged and receive their reward, and 
the sheep rations have been judged, but 
the thought we are trying to bring out 
is that God is able to bring these bodies 
from the sea and the souls from hell and 
reunite them and they will stand at the 
great judgment. 


Jesus gives us the account of Laza- 
rus and the rich man_ which clearly 
proves that the soul exists somewhere 
after it leaves the body. We must re- 
member that this was before Jesus’ cru- 
cifixion, and that all the dead, both 
righteous and wicked, went down into 
the bowels of the earth. “There was a 
certain rich man, which was clothed in 
purple and fine linen, and fared sump- 
tuously every day: and there was a cer- 
tain beggar named Lazarus, which was 
laid at his gate, full of sores, and desir- 
ing to be fed with the crumbs which 
fell from the rich man’s table: more- 
over the dogs came and licked his sores. 
And it came to pass, that the beggar 
died, and was carried by the angels into 
Abraham’s bosom: the rich man also 
died, and was buried; and in hell he 
lifted up his eyes, being in torments, and 
seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus 
in his bosom. And he cried and said, 
Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
send Lazarus, that he may dip the tip 
of his finger in water, and cool my 
tongue; for I am tormented in this

Thousands Swept into the King- 
dom After Twelve Years’ 
Praying 


There is one scene in Africa which I 
look back upon with joy and shall never 
forget as long as I live. I was returning 
for my second term. We had journeyed 
a long distance and were then about 
one thousand miles from the coast. As 
we neared a village, just at time of sun- 
set, a young man came to us and said, 
“Are you missionaries?” 

“Yes, we are missionaries. We are 
journeying on up into the interior.” We 
then told him where we were going. 

“Oh,” he said, “why are you going so 
far? Don’t you know there are people 
close by that have been praying for 
missionaries to come? Can’t you do 
something for us?” 

We told them we would be glad to 
speak to them that afternoon: We went 
and when we arrived at the village 
where he took us, we saw an old man 
ringing a cow bell and people coming 
from all sections and congregating in 
a central place. We followed them and 
noticed that in the central part of town 
they had erected a rough construction. 
The roof was very rude and there was 
no floor, but the people sat on the 
ground. All began to join in the hymns 
of praise to God. Then we were asked 
to preach, which we were very glad to 
do. After it was all over we asked them 
to tell us why it was that way off here, 
miles from any mission station, they 
were gathering together to worship and 
pray in this manner, when none of them 
could read the Bible nor explain the 
Word of God. And this is the answer 
they gave us: They said, “Years ago a 
man from this town went to the coast 
and while there he came in touch with 
a missionary who told him the story of 
Jesus Christ. So he came back and told 
us that God was not pleased with our 
fetish worship because He had sent His 
Son to be worshipped.” The Spirit of 
God swept through that entire com- 
munity and the people were convinced 
that this message was true. They said, 
“What shall we do? We have no teach- 
er.” This man said that the people down 
at the coast had a Book and in that 
Book they had everything they needed 
to know. So they sent to the coast and 
got a large family Bible in English. 
They made a little wooden table and 
placed this Bible on it and then every 
evening as soon as the sun went down 
the men all gathered around that Book 
and prayed that someone would come 


and teach them the Book. For ten long 
years they had gathered around that 
open English Bible and their mute ap- 
peal had gone up to the God of heaven, 
“CO God, send us teachers to teach us 
this Book and show us the way.” Ten 
long years! Was God deaf? No, but the 
church was too far removed from her 
Lord; she could not hear and there was 
no one who had the vision. And as a 
result, ten years of silent appeal had 
gone up to heaven. Missionaries finally 
came to them two years later and when, 
after all these twelve long years they 
came, not only hundreds, but thousands 
were swept into the Kingdom. But oh 
how much of a harvest was lost during 
those years! All because they had come 
so late-——Mrs. Lloyd Shirer, missionary 
to Africa.

' Letter From China 

\ | Shantung, China 

N October 17, 1938 
Church of God, 

Cleveland, Tenn. 
Dear Brethren: 

Many hearty thanks for your letter 
of September 15. Now our record shows 
that all checks from November, 1937, 
to September, 1938 are cashed, but we 
have at this time no bankers that will 
handle anything. Even if one has money 
in the bank one can only take out a 
little every week. I was told $25 per 
1000 is the way we get cash, and better 
exchange is to take it to the U. S. Con- 
sulate. There is always some merchant 
that likes to buy goods and so saves 
money, for to send money in China per 
O. P. cost 10 per cent and then there 
is so much trouble such as change of 
the exchange, and then on the other 
hand it is safe to hold a New York draft 
for we in China now have four kinds 
of money, so please tell your bankers 
the draft will not get lost. 

Now, about the war we dare not 
write, but it is sad and heart-breaking. 
We do not know what this winter will 
bring and we have not been able to get 
any coal. It is out of our reach. Wood 
is almost all gone. The Japanese do cut 
all along the railway. The cost of living 
is going up. We use to buy eggs at 60c 
per 100, now we have to pay more than 
$2.00. Coal is $28 per ton, flour $5.45 
per sack. This month I did give each one 
dollar extra as there was nothing to eat 
the last few days in the month. 

Well, we do not long for a good and 
fine table. We have to share with many 
to live Christlike and we do not turn 
any away that come for the night, and 
in that way we sow seed that will take 
hold of the dark, stony heart. At times 
I long for a pear or an apple but even 
if one had the cash one can not buy 
one: The other day in the city I saw 
some oranges in a window and the price 
60c each. I went in and just did pick 
one up to have a smell, asking the man 
if that was really the cost, for at such 
money I am not able to buy one. 

Regards sending mail. I do think 
the best way is to send the draft by 
registered mail. That will be a little 
slower, but it is sure. You say our 
monthly allowance was sent, well, it has 
not yet come. I hold letters that were 
on the road for six months. I do not 
know if our reports reach you but of 
every draft I get I send a receipt, so if 
one should not come, please tell me so. 


It made my heart glad to learn that 
the Assembly was a great blessing. I do 
hope that I will get a report of it for 
last year’s was lost. Let me thank all 
the dear saints that are praying for us, 
and please do tell them to keep up the 
good work.—Yours in the service of 
the Church of God, Paul C. Pitt.

If it’s pleasing 
to Him for me to live here in this sana- 
torium and read my Bible to patients 
and pray, 1 am just willing to do that. 
I have been moved to eight different 
rooms and porches in the last ten 
months, it just gives me a good chance 
to read and pray with new patients, and 
let them read the Evangel. 

Many times at night when I have 
been praying the nurse has slipped in a 
room near me to hear me pray.

Daniel Triumphed Over All in 
Obedience 

"Now among these were of the chil- 
dren of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, Mish- 
ael, and Azariah: Unto whom the prince 
of the eunuchs gave names: for he gave 
unto Daniel the name of Belteshazzar; 
and to Hananiah, of Shadrach; and to 
Mishael, of Meshach; and to Azariah, of 
Abednego. But Daniel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile himself 
with the portion of the king’s meat, nor 
with the wine which he drank: there- 
fore he requested of the prince of the 
eunuchs that he might not defile him- 
self,’ Dan. 1:6-8. 

Daniel was of Jewish descent. He was 
also of royal, priestly descent. For his 
rank and appearance, he was chosen by 
the Babylonian intruders and taken back 
to be trained in the king’s _ service. 
Nebuchadnezzar had an idea if he could 
train these young men of Israel it 
would put great talent and skill among 
his advisors. 

Daniel was truly a New Testament 
prophet. The book of Daniel is closely 
related to Revelation, and much of our 
information on the tribulation week and 
the return of Jesus is recorded in his 
writings. He tells us more about the 
man of sin than any other writer in the 
Bible. His vision sweeps the whole course 
of Gentile world rule to the end and to 
the setting up of the Messianic kingdom. 
It is from this book that we learn so 
much about Babylon and its rulers— 
Nebuchadnezzar, Cyrus, Belshazzar, and 
Darius. 

There is one thing that I wish to call 
special attention to concerning Daniel 
who is our character for subject this 
week. He purposed in his heart that he 
would not defile himself. He had been 
taken from his homeland and _ possibly 
from a royal palace, and was to enter a 
heathen kingdom. Their ‘customs and 
ways were different from the ways of 
his people in Jerusalem. They did not 
observe the laws of God in sacrificing 
and in the preparation of their food. 
God had given to the descendants of 
Abraham the laws of cleanliness in pre- 


paring their animals for food, also in 
preparing drinks, and these were carried 
out to the letter by the Hebrew people. 
Now Daniel is-a captive and he is go- 
ing to be forced to live in this place 
where strict care of these things was 
not observed. 

Much depends on the usefulness of the 
young people today, and their powers 
to think and serve, not only the nation 
but the Church of God. Some people 
seem to think that their environments 
will have much to do with their being 
responsible for indulging in certain 
things. I have heard people say, “Oh, 
well, there is so much wickedness _ all 
about me, and so many people do cer- 
tain things that the strict observers of 
God’s laws didn’t used to do and if they 
do these things it is all right for me.” 
It has always been a wonder to me how 
some people could retain their Christian 
experience and visit places of worldly 
amusement, indulge in listening to 
things over the radio that we know are 
not true and far from being an example 
of righteousness, etc. I am sure that 
God will hold His people responsible for 
the things they indulge in that are not 
according to His will. 

Here we have these boys who were 
surrounded by Gentile wickedness. Dan- 
iel was spokesman for the group, and 
though he was but a lad in prison, he 
made a resolution and depended on God 
to help him carry it out. The king set 
over them a man to feed and nourish 
them, and at a certain time they were 
to be brought before the king and their 
mental ability and physical appearance 
were to be inspected. Should this servant 
be negligent and the king find that the 
boys had not been nourished properly, 
he would be in danger of being killed. 
Daniel knew all this, and he made a 
proposition to this servant that he not 
be forced to eat the king’s meat and 
drink his wine. This was a daring thing 
for these boys to do, when under the 
iron hand of the Gentile monarch with 
power to take their lives. But it is bet- 
ter to do right, though you have to die, 
for eternity is too long to play with our 
opportunities and yield to influences 
and be lost. 

Daniel, in the fear of God, made the 
proposition to Melzar to allow them to 
eat pulse and drink water instead of 
meat and wine. Of course, their keeper 
cautioned them and said, ‘Why should 
he (the king) see your faces worse lik- 
ing than the children which are of your 
sort? then shall ye .make me endanger 
my head to the king.” I'll tell you it 


means pon to face a proposition 
like this but Daniel was determined that 
he would not defile himself. He pro- 
posed that he give them a trial and at 
the end of ten days if they did not ap- 
pear in good health then it would be left 
to a final decision. The servant con- 
sented and at the end of ten days he 
was satisfied with their physical condi- 
tion so he took away their meat and 
wine. 

We are told that this pulse was only 
ground or mixed vegetables, but I be- 
lieve with all my heart God was under- 
taking for these four Hebrew children, 
and He will undertake for any boy or 
girl who will place themselves in His 
hands. It is pitiful the influence that 
wickedness has on boys and girls today 
who are in school.

If Daniel 
had done this he would have lost his 
standing with God and would have 
been subjected to trials that he would 
not have been able to overcome, but 
starting right and making the right 
choice will assure you of success in the 
Lord and you will be able to ride over 


the trials and difficulties with which 
you come in contact. 
Daniel and his three companions 


grew in favor with the king and became 
leaders among their fellows. Daniel was 
a man of prayer. It is said that he prayed 
three times a day. He wasn’t ashaméd 
to pray before his fellow prophets. 
About this time the king had a dream 
and all the astrologers and wise men 
were brought in to interpret his dream. 
The king would tell them what his 
dream was and when these prophets 
couldn’t tell him, the king became an- 
gry and accused them of being false and 
said they had been deceiving him. Read 
Dan. 2:7-13. He passed a law to put all 
the prophets to death and when he sent 
out his officer to slay them, Daniel in- 
quired why the king’s decree was so 
hasty. Arioch made known unto Daniel 
why the decree had been made and Dan-

flame. But Abraham said, Son, remem- 
ber that thou in thy lifetime receivedst 
thy good things, and likewise Lazarus 
evil things: but now he is comforted, 
and thou art tormented. And beside all 
this, between us and you there is a 
great gulf fixed: so that they which 
would pass from hence to you cannot; 
neither can they pass to us, that would 
come from thence. Then he said, I pray 
thee therefore, father, that thou would- 
est send him to my father’s house: For 
I have five brethren; that he may tes- 
tify unto them, lest they also come into 
this place of torment. Abraham saith 
unto him, They have Moses and the 
prophets; let them hear them. And he 
said, Nay, father Abraham: but if one 
went unto them from the dead, they 
will repent. And he said unto him, If 
they hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, though 
one rose from the dead,” Luke 16:19- 
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31.

We can be happy in our soul 
when we know the Lord is in our hearts, 
but when we are sick and so far away 
from home and family we will get blue.
